Edmonton and Calgary have applied, 
through the Provincial Government, for a 
loan of $300,000 each from the Dominion, 
with which to meet the cost of relief. The 
cities asked for $500,000 each, but the 
provincial authorities cut down the 
amounts, perhaps suspecting that if they 
asked for “too much” they would get 
nothing 

A half million dollars to each city 
would not be too much for the purpose, 
though it might look that way from dis- 
tant Ottawa. Edmonton is spending $30,- 
000 a month on relief, and has been all 
summer. The demands will necessarily 
increase when winter comes. Calgary is 
in much the same position. Last year each 
city borrowed $250,000, and that did not 
cover the outlay. The balance should be 
made up in the new loan. 

Presumably the intention is that the 
cities shall issue treasury notes for the 
amounts they get, on which interest will 
be payable. That feature of the applica- 
tions is one Ottawa might as well overlook. 
Sooner or later, it is altogether likely, the 
Dominion treasury will have to write off 
lief loans made to municipalities, prin- 
cipal and interest. The municipal taxpay- 
ers cannot foot the bills. 

The short, simple and effective way to 
meet these requirements would be for the 
federal treasury to issue a million dollars 
in crisp new Dominion bills, and send half 
the issue to each city. The federal officials 
could satisfy their book-keepinig scruples 
by charging these up as loans, if they 
wanted to, in the meantime. But there 
should be no interest demanded for the use 
of the money, above a nominal rate to 
cover the costs of the operation. 

The Dominion has advanced, quite 
properly, some millions of money to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, with 
which to keep its shops open and the shop- 
men employed, on which loans no interest 
is to be ed until the enterprise is able
